There is very grave apprehension with regard to the situation 
which may develop here in the event of a rupture at Lausanne, as 
the most probable consequence will be war.

BRITAIN AND TURKEY, 


Ii the Turkish attitude over 
the Mosul question ends in war, 
it will be war with Britain, for 
(spart from tha defence of the 
Straits of Dardanelles) Britain is 
practically pledged to the protec- 
tion of the Arabian and Kurdish 
claims to that district. The town 
of Mosul, in the vilayet of that 
neme, lies about 220, miles north. 
north-west of Bagdad, practically, 
at the meeting place of North 
Mesopotamia and Kurdistan. 
The population of the Mosul area 
are non-Turkisb, consisting pria- 
cipally of Kurds aod Arabs, and 
since the late war have been 
under the province of the ruler 
of Iraq, who has British protee- 
tion. King Hussein bas row 
addressed a note tothe Lausanne 
Conferencs vigorously protesting 
against the Turkish claim. A 
raonth ago, petitions were being 
sent in from the population of 
Mosul to remain under the Kiog 
of Iraq. They have never been 
assimilated by the Turks, who, 
during ceaturies of domicance, 
bave inisgovarned the Arabs and 
Knrds to such an extent as to 
make them welcome the removal 
of the Turkish yoke. It is some-

Kuriish and Arabian levies, od! 
the other, the old problem of 
Britain's position as the greatest 
Mohammedan Power arises, with 
all the menaces that that problem 
involves. We know that Indiana 
Mtnslim feeling, even where 
loyalty to tha Raj is predominant, 
is. favourable to undiminished 
Turkish sovereignty; but untor- 
tunately there ig much less 
loyalty than disloyalty at preset 
in Indis, owing to the work of 
agitators, and the mere fact of 
Turkey being~at war with the 
British Government will be 
sufficient to fan the flame of 
unrest, despite such consider- 
ations as Britsin’s protection 
being given to the Mosul Mobam- 
medans. Day by day wa sea.the 
makings of about half a dozen 
possible conflicts, all more or less 
due to the effects of the “war 
that was to end war.” Were 
each of these “sideshows” to 
the great tragedy to be played 
ont to a conclusion, there woold 
still be series of minor acts to 
follow and be worked out to the 
bitter end; with all the time the 
possibility of the whola ghastly 
play being re-writtea, with the 
old actors in new rotes, and the 
blood-washed stage sat ip 6 
different part ofthe world. Per- 
baps only the crack of doom will 
ring down the final curtain on 
this tragedy of racial and 
religious jeslousy tbat has been 
runping for so many btndreds of 
years, with irregular intervals 
betwaen the acts, and with a 
continuous increass in the num- 
ber of actors taking pert. 


Sun and Communism. 


Some four or five months ago, 
when we published translations 
of certain documents discovered 
after Sun Yat-sen’s Aight from 
Canton, and alleged that an at- 
tempt was beicg made to create 
a triple Bolshevik alliance, Dr. 
Sun came out with a flat denial of 
the surgestion. He declared that 
be had “rever planned, nor even 
thought of the possibility. of 
transforming China into » Com- 
monist State,” adding that he had 
always recognisad the necessity 
for foreign capital and: foreign 
technical assistance. His in- 
dignant comments recur to. us 
now on reading of the conferences 
which Le has recently bad- with 
Mf. Joffe, the Soviet envoy, in 
Shanghai. The”papera there..tell 
us that the Russian represent- 
ative paid daily visits to Dr. Sun's 
residence ood that on one 
occasion they. .were in con- 
ference for four hours. We 
suppose Or. Sun would have 
us believe that Communism, So- 
viet rule, or Bolshevism (call 
it what you will) was never once 
mentioned during those conversa- 
tions. How could these subjects 
possibly have been discussed 
when Sun had never even thought 
of the possibility of Chins taking 
to Communism? 


Why We're Thankful. 


But, unfortunately for Dr. Sun, 
it is now clear that Communism, 
and its introduction into Chins, 
were definitely talked about at 
these meetings between himself 
and M. Joffe. We can 
call the latter to witness on 
that point, for he has issued a 
statement saying that they have 
both agreed that Communism or 
the Soviet system cannot 
introduced into China a the 
moment, becsusé conditions ate 
unfavourable-to the success of 
either, What particular condi- 
tions he has in mind we do not 
know, but we would draw atten- 
tion to the qualiffing words “at 
present.” The movements. of 
Joffe and Sun have been the 
subject of much interest of Iste. 
The Soviet envoy wanted tocome 
South, in the interests of his 
health, of course, and we do not 
hesitete to sey that be would 
have been here now but for the 
happenings ia Canton. Hongkong 
and Macao might have denied bim 
the right of residence but if Sun 
hed returned to Canton we have 
not the least shadow of doubt 
that Joffe would have accompan- 
ied binror followed soon efter. 
We may regret to see Canton in 
the hgnds of “ outside” 
with the prospect of

NO ACCOUNTS KEPT. 


Accusations Against Brokers. 


STORY OF WIFE'S INVESTMENTS. 


, Thore were intoresting dis- 
closures in the Bankruptcy 
Court this morning, when Samuel 
Greenfield came up for his public 
examination. His gambling on 
the looal share market was gone 
into, during the course of which 

"he alleged that brokers bad work- 
ed “a put-up game” over ‘him 
He was also questioned about 
certain shares which he. said 
wore his wife's property and also 
with regard tothe recent sale of 
some property and jewellery. 
The examination was taken ba- 
fore the Chief Justice, Sir Wil- 
Jam Roes- Davies. 

Mr. C.G. Alabaster, K.C., (in 
structed by Messrs. Wilkinson 
and Grist) conducted the ex- 
amination on bebalf of several 
proving creditors. 


His Early Career. 


Mr. Greenfield iy an American- 
born subject. His birthplace was 
Qjacinnatti, Obio, he told the 
Court, in reply to questions put 
by the Official Receiver (Mr. G 
N. Orme). He went to Manila 
with the United States troops 
during thea Spanish American 
war, aftercompletion of whick he 
came to Hongkong. In Hong- 
kong he joined the Harris Kearney 
Company, chair mskers. That 
was in 1904. D-btar remaiced 
with that firm as assistant until 
1906. Mr Keovey then went 
Home and the fiem, which went 
bankrupt, passed into the hands 

of Messrs. Gilman and Company, 
"Mr. Greenfield then took over 
the bosineas. He worked it up 
and in time made @ success of it. 
Tn 1914, when the war broke out, 
debtor had mado “quite a little 
money.” The business was most 
ly wholesale trade with America 
In 1984 the wholesalo business 
disappeared, as debtor could no: 
do any exporting, and he intend- 
‘ed to give up. 

Debtor married in 19'l a Miss 
’ E. Souss, a dressmarer from 

Formosa, who bad been in the 

Colony abou: six months. She 

bad between $18,000 and 819,000 

In 1914, at the sugsestion of 
his wife, Mc. Greenfield started 

a money-lending business. Mrs. 

Greenfield at that time was 

making more money than 

he was by exportiag HUsiphonz 
embroideries to North and Sou:h 
" Amorica, besides doing a certain 
amount of local work. Debvor 
lost considerable sums on the 

moneylending business. He did 

mat Keep any accounts. The 

lonns wera more ia the nature 
of accommodations to his friends. 

He lost practically all the money 

that he bad saved. He had 
, mot expected to make much 

out of the moneylendinz. 

Is was oot.a good idea said 

debtor. He lost money io the 

Jatter part of 1921 of 1922. Al. 

together, roughly, he came down 


about $100,909, Hs lost $50,000; 


to one man who lef the Colony 
and be lost 621,000 toa Dutch 
_ Coctor 

Mr. Orma explained to. the 

Court that most of Mr. Green- 
fleld's debtors bad lett the Calony. 
There was a warrant out for a 
Mr. Bast and the doctor also was 
wanted. 
“Debtor, replying to further 
questions, said some of his 
smaller debtors—who owed him 
fifty, a hundred, or two buodred 
dollars—paid bim back, but the 
bigzer ones paid nothbiog. 

With regard to Mr, Best, 
dabtor explained that he bought 
for Mr. Bast’s account 200 Dock 
shares. The shares were de- 
livered and Best gavo him a 
cheque for $29,050 on the Hong- 


_ kong and Shanghai. Hank. The 
cheque was irredeemable and 
Best disappeared. 

Mr. Orme said he thought 
there could ba nodoubt that Mr. 
Greenfield had large losses over 
thesa several debtors who either 
left the Colony or elsa went baok- 
taps. 3 

Raplying to the Judge, Mfr. 
Greenfield said all his debtors 
give bim were promissory notes. 

His Lordship:—Extraordioary 
generosity on your part. 

Debtor replied that it bad al- 
ways been his creed to help any 
men who appealed to him. 


The Story of China 
Providents. 


Coming to 1922, debtor ssid at 
that time be had just evfficient to 
keep his business goicg.- He 
probably had abont $10,000 in 
shares and cash. His wife had 
property: of her own, money in 

_ Various banks, and she had 3,000 


Providents and 400 Docks, Oa 
June lat, 1922, debtor was salvent. 
He had shares in Langkats and 
in Hongkong Amusements, 
acquired between January and 
March. He also had threa houses 
in Hanghom, which he sold in 
July to a Chinese gontieman. 
Sometime in the early part of 
June, 1922, Mr. H, H.-Tayter, 
manager of the China Provident 
Loan and Mortgage Company, 
who was under an obligation to 
debtor, came to debtor's shop and 
anid he had a chance of repaying 
his obligation. He said he had 
20,000 Providents. There would 
b2 a movement soon and if debtor 
could t-ke them up he could 
make a dollar or so on each 
share.” Debtor told Mr. Tayler 
that he had not any money, but 
he thought he could meke 


‘}arrangements if the rate were 


favourable. Debtor arranged 
through Mr. Mohideen to 
borrow from the compratore of 
Sincere’s, Mr. Tayler came to 
debtor's shop again about three 
days later and debtor told him 
that. he had arranged a loan. 
Mr. Tayler said he would se 

20,000 shares at the rate of $1030 
porshare. The bargain was con- 
cluded. I: was a verbal contract. 

Mr. Tayler told debtor to sell 
for Septernbar sattlement, Mfr. 
Greerfield continued. Ho sold 
7-8,000 shares and then bacame 
alarmed, because Mr. Tayler did 
not bricg the shares. Debtor went 
to Mr. Tayler’s- office on 
twoor three occasions, but Mr. 
Tayler was ont. Debtor thea 
wrote him a note and Mr. Tayler 
then denied selling the shares. 
He. wrote to debtor, advising 
him not to sall any more short. 
Debtor replia} saying that if Mr. 
Caylor would give: him 10,000 
shares hea would consider the 
oblization closed. 

Debtor understood that Mr 
Tayler took this note and. showed 
ig to brokers in Hocgkonz. That, 
was the last debtor heard of 
it.

Debtor said Mr. Tayler owed 
him $3,430. Previously debtor 
released him from a debt of $37,-

Misled From the Beginning. 


Mr. Greenfield attributed the 
cause of bis trouble to being 
misled from the beginning. Ha 
sold eat the suggestion of 
his brokers. He bad not sold a 
share outside, his store. Thay 
came to his store and urged him 
tosell. He never went to any of 
their offices, 

Mr. Alabaster read the note 
from Mr. Taylerto Mr. Greenfield 
and debtor's reply. 

Replying to counsel, debtor 
ssid he had never kept any books 
in connection with his rattan 
business since 1914, bacanse jn 
that year he intended to give’ ap. 
When business was normal he 
considered it was worth "between 
$20,000 and $30,000 s.year. When 
there was « meeting of 
creditors debtor went to his 
solicitor and suggested that he 
(debtor) should run the business 
for & few years at a salary of 
$400 a month and the: profits 
shoald go. to the creditors. 
Debtor said at the present time 
conditions ware not normal. : 

Debtor was cross-examined at 
some.lengtb with regard to bis 
bank pass-books and: cheque 
counterfoils, The monthly 
statements issued by the bank he 
checked up, sigued and returoed

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them. When his cheque dooks 
were used up he deatroyed them. 
He saw no reason for keeping 
them. 


: , ' Pure Gambling.” 


In tke course of further ex- 
amination, debtor stated that his 
wife'owned 40@ Dock shares and 
that she had given him tha money 
with which he bought them. 
They never were his. He had 
never told Mr. Razack that he 
had fgiven them to his wife, and 
Mr. Razack bad never told him 
tha he bad better gat them baok 
again. He had never told Mr. 
Razack that he wasn't going to 
ruin his wife. He had no bank- 
ing. account outside of Hongkong. 

Mr. Alabaster:—What about 
tte China’ Providents?—Taat 
was pure gambling on my own 
account, : 

When things went all righ! 
they were always for your wife.- 
when things went against you, 
said that was gambling on 
your own?—There was no need:

Then yeu started reckless 
gambling in L921 2—Not reckless. 
I was simply led into it. 


A Put Up Job. 


Did you receive a typawritten 
statement from Mr. Tayler advis- 
ing you to-be careful sbout 
gambling in Providents ?—Yes, 
after he had led me into it. 
I sold 17,00) Providants in 
September on the advice of the 
brokers, who said | had better 
try to break tha prica of the 
market. Mr. Tasler was work- 
tag with them. He ordered bis 
broker out of the Compradore’s 
office of Shewan, Tomes because 
the .broker wouldn't. sell hin 
ome of the shares I had sold to 
the broker. It. was simply a put- 
up jab all thea way through. 

Didn't the brokers advise you 
tocut sour loeses.?—No, all the, 
brokers could bave covered them- 
selves.to within '$2,000 or $3,000. 

Didn't the brokers offer to buy 
for you to cover, but you pre- 
ferred to go on, hoping that the 
market would crash and leave 
you to get out at» profs ?—I was 
offered shares at a higher price’ 
than thay stood and I refused, but 
then the marke? jursped up. 

Qaeationed about some pro 
perty at Hangbom which he sold 
July for §20,000, debtor 
said he bad used that money 
to pay off persona} obligations}’ 
and debts. He admitted that he 
had never kept any record of 
how it had gone.
